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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The specification is also objected because throughout the specification, the 
applicant has phrases like "... .as claimed in claim 2", which is improper form for the 
specification. The applicant is reminded that the claims are enabled by the specification 
and not vice versa. The applicant should delete the above phrases and all of the similar 
phrases (referring to the specific claims) and specifically state what material the 
applicant is trying to specify. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nishitani et al. 
(US005877936). 

Re claim 1, Nishitani et al. discloses a device comprising: 

a case (10) for receiving a wire harness having an inlet and an outlet for the 

wire harness (see annotated figure 5 below), said inlet being perpendicular to the outlet; 
an urging member (27 for example) for urging the wire harness toward an inside 

of the case; and 
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a harness roller (23 for example) around which the wire harness being rolled, 
said harness roller reciprocally moving under acting forth of the urging member, 

wherein a space for receiving a folded part of the wiring harness is provided 
between the case and the urging member (folded by 12 and 23 for example); 

wherein the folded part of the wiring harness is led into the case through the 
inlet and received in the space (see figures 4 and 5 for example). 




Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art 
are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to 
a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Nishitani et al. 

Re claim 2, Nishitani et al. discloses device, wherein a center axis of the 
urging member is displaced from a center plane of said harness roller in a direction of 
thickness of the device for providing a large space for receiving the folded part of the 
wiring harness (see figure 5 for example) . Or alternatively, the device of Nishitani et al. 
discloses the claimed invention except wherein a center axis of the urging member is 
displaced from a center plane of said harness roller in a direction of thickness of the 
device for providing a large space for receiving the folded part of the wiring harness. It 
would have been an obvious matter of design choice to use a center axis of the urging 
member displaced from a center plane of said harness roller in a direction of thickness 
of the device for providing a large space for receiving the folded part of the wiring 
harness in order to receive a folded part, since such a modification would have involved 
a mere change in configuration. A change in shape or configuration is generally 
recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art. In re Daily, 149 USPQ 47 
(CCPA1976).
